Portending Grave Developments 


Catholic Bishops Of Hungary 
Issue Declaration Deploring 
Charges Against Prelate-Leader 


Vienna—(NC)—With leaders of the government and 
the-communist-controlled press and radio engaged in un- 
precedentedly bitter attack and threats against His Eminence 
Josef Cardinal Mindszenty, Primate of Hungary, apprehen- 
sion is rising here that they foreshadow ominous develop- 


Hungarian newspapers received 
here furnish examples practically 
every day of the new campaign 
launched against the Primate, who 
continues to be looked upon by the 
great majority of the people— 
Catholics and non-Catholics alike— 
as their last stronghold against 
complete communist domination. 


(According to news agency dis- 
patches from Budapest, all Cath- 
olic Bishops in Hungary have 
issued a declaration deploring 
“with disgust and grief” the at- 
tacks made against the Cardinal, 
and expressing “grateful thanks” 
for his activities.) 


Here are some examples of the 
language used against the Car- 
dinal: 


“Mindszenty is becoming less 
and less a leader of the Church and 
more and more the head of reac- 
tion in Hungary and the chief ally 
of foreign imperialists.” (John 
Kadar, Minister of the Interior.) 


“If those whose task it is to do 
So are unable to put the brakes on 
the anti-democratic rage of Minds- 
zenty, organized workers will find 
means.” (Anthony Apro, general 
secretary of the Hungarian trade 
unions), 


“The government should put a 
stop to the anti-democratic actions 
of Mindszenfy, to that of war- 
mongers serving imperialistic pur- 

oses, and to the use of the pulpit 
or political propaganda.” (Reso- 
lution adopted at Trade Union 
Congress in Budapest.) 


“Those who have illusions about 
the Vatican applying the brakes to 
the adventurous anti-revolutionary 
activity of Mindszenty—which has 
done more harm to Catholicism 
than to democracy—put Beelzebub 
in charge of exorcism.” (Article 
in “Free People,” headed: “Minds- 
zenty—Prophet of Doom.”) 

Parelleling these and similar at- 
tacks on the Primate, the propa- 
ganda of communists and their 
Hungarian stooges aims at split- 
ting Catholic ranks by making ap- 
peals to what is termed “progres- 
sive Catholics” to overthrow the 
leadership of the Cardinal, and by 
skillfully planting rumors of alleg- 
ed dissension among the ranks of 
the Hungarian hierarchy. 


Indicative of these attempts is 
an article by Ivan Boldizsar, a high 
official in the ministry of foreign 
affairs, who admonished “progres- 
sive Catholics” to take a definite 
stand “in public life, on questions 
concerning humanity, service to the 
people, democracy, imperialism, 
peace and war—a stand just as 
definite as that- taken by Minds- 
zenty and his followers.”

Count Dalla Torre first quotes, 
without interpreting it, Molotov’s 
comment on the American elections 
that “the failure of the Republican 
party and of Governor Dewey, pre- 
sented for election with openly re- 
actionary and aggressive programs, 
shows that the majority of the 
American people rejects such a 
program.” 

Then turning to Premier Stalin’s 
recent interview with the Com- 
munist party newspaper Pravda, 
Count Dalla Torre writes: “It is 
valid to conclude that Marshall 
Stalin, when he said that ‘the pol- 
icy of the actual leaders of the 
United States is a policy of ag- 
gression and of unleashing a new 
war,’ excluded from them the in- 
tentions and proposals of the 
President, whose name is a symbol 
of non-aggression and pacifica- 
tion.” 

Continuing: his comment on 
Stalin’s remarks, Count Dalla 
Torre states: “When he (Stalin) 
declared that in the aftermath of 
the horrors of war ‘the social for- 
ces in favor of peace are too great’ 
for war mongers ‘to succeed in 
dominating them and directing 
them toward a new conflict,’ these 

reat social forces would have an 
interpreter and representative not 
only in Stalin but also in President 
Truman.” ; 

Turning from the main argu- 
ment, Count Dalla Torre then ob- 
serves that the Church and the 
Holy See “did not deserve the re- 
peated accusations charging them 
with supporting reactionaries and 
aggressors,” because the Church

HE vast majority of Americans, who seem to show great con- 

cern over the growing delinquency in our present day school 
population should, it seems to us, worry a great deal about the 
lack of religion in education. It is not alone what is taught in 
our schools that matters, but what is not taught. 

In all countries now controlled by the Soviet Union, every 
effort is being made to indoctrinate the kiddies with irreligion. 
The government even goes so far as to kidnap thousands of chil- 
dren from their homes and country in order to indoctrinate them 
with atheism. , 

The Associated Press recently carried an-article dealing with 
Greek youngsters. It noted that between 10,000 and 12,000 Greek 
children, ranging in age from three to fourteen, have been abduct- 
ed by guerilla forces and removed to Albania, Yugoslavia, Bulgaria 
and other countries, to be indoctrinated with Communism, so that 
when liberated to return to their native land they might be ardent 
apostles for the Soviet.

of an organized campaign to disseminate that fear. Dr. Schmie- 
deler says, “obviously it is planned; and the interested parties 
picked their time well.” He continues: 

“War disturbs production and the whole economic system. 
Shortages result. When peace returns some people fear that the 
shortages, including the shortage of food, will continue permanent- 
ly and that the situation may even become more aggravated with 
time. That was the situation after World War I. The old theory 
of Malthus was resurrected and the advocates of birth control 
made the most of it.” 

Dr. Schmiedeler directs attention to the celerity and frequency 
with which birth control is brought forward as the solution in 
the discussion of “over-population.” 

Recalling that some writers applied the name “howling der- 
vishes” to the pessimists of post-World War I, Dr. Schmiedeler ob- 
serves, “how little basis was there for their gloomy forecasts ... 
A few years later we were ploughing under crops, slaughtering 
pigs and cattle, paying farmers to keep some of their acreage out 
of production, and holding international meetings to restrict food 
shipments and production.” 

Dr. Oliver E. Baker, of the University of Maryland, who was 
long employed by the United States Government to gather statis- 
tics on “population trends,” not only believes that the European 
and Russian crops can be increased from 50 to 75 per cent by the 
employment of scientific methods, but is quite certain that the in- 
crease in the population of the United States, owing to wholesale 
war marriages and post war marriages, is only temporary; that we 
are headed for a stationary population, and that we are likely 
to have it in the very near future.

Arnold Lunn 
Gives Views On 
World Crisis 


Tells St. Mary’s 
College Students Church 
Has Bright Future 


Holy Cross, Ind— Calling the 
lakt century one of “de-Christian- 
ization,” Arnold Lunn, noted Cath- 
olic author and lecturer, told stu- 
dents of St. Mary’s College of No- 
tre Dame recently that the world 
has become progressively worse 
in the last 100 years, until today 
there exists “evil such as the world 
has never seen.” 

Speaking on “The Two Interna- 
tionals: Rome and Moscow,” Mr, 
Lunn said that the Church was 
not “interferring in politics” by op- 
posing’ Communism, for Commun- 
ism was much more than a political 
system. As “The first European 
country formally to accept Athe- 
ism as its official philosophy,” he 
said, “Communism is actually a 
great apostacy.”’ : 

He said that if the Communist 
regime continues, in 100 years 
there will be no Catholics left in 
the countries behind the Iron Cur- 
tain. 

Mr. Lunn said it was absurd of 
the democratic nations to recog- 
the Russian dictatorship and refuse 
to recognize the Spanish one. 

“Comparing Franco with Stalin,” 
he said, “is like comparing light 
with darkness.” 

Mr. Lunn said he deplored the 
attitude that World War II did 
not accomplish anything. 

“Today, because of that war,” 
he said, “Catholics are free to 
worship in all of Western Europe. 
The trouble is that people recon- 
cile themselves to war by hoping 
that peace will bring a shining 
New Jerusalem down from heaven, 
and when it doesn’t come they are 
disappointed. This war was fought 
to prevent the Nazis from turning 
Europe into a slave camp. That 
object was achieved but our success 
was only partial because we didn’t 
finish the job, and made it possible 
for another tyrant to enslave a 
third of Europe.” 

We should not concentrate so 
much on world governments and 
world organizations, Mr. Lunn said, 
hoping that they will end all the 
ills in the world. 

“We know that the Church must 
always be in a state of seige,” he 
said. “We are told in the Bible 
that there will always be ‘wars 
and rumors of wars.’ What we 
should aim at, therefore, is not 
the abolition of all wars, but at 
extending the time between wars, 
and making the wars that must 
come as short as possible.” 

Mr. Lunn, himself a convert, 
said he thought the Church’s out- 
look at the present time was 
bright, because she enjoyed great 
prestige, and because there have 
been so many converts in recent 
years. 

“Many young people who accept- 
ed Marxism as a sort of religion 
have now become disillusioned,” he 
said. “They are looking for some- 
thing better, and this is a splendid 
chance for us as Catholics to give 
it to them.”

Planned At N. D. 


New Building To Be 
‘Constructed Next Year: 


Foundation To Raise Funds 


Notre Dame—An important, new 
scientific research program with 
expanded facilities in nuclear phy- 
sics, electronics and radio active 
substances will be started soon by 
the University of Notre Dame. 


This was announced here by 
Ernest M, Morris, of South Bend, 
chairman of the Associate Board 
of Lay Trustees at Notre Dame, 
following the board’s semi-annual 
meeting at the University. The 
meeting was attended by nineteen 
prominent business executives, 
bankers and industrialists who are 
board members; the Rev. John J. 


| Cavanaugh, C.8.C., president of 


Notre Dame, and other university 
officials. 


Mr. Morris, who is chairman of 
the board of the Associates Invest- 
ment Company and a Notre Dame 
alumnus, said that new laboratories 
are planned t© house Notre Dame’s 
greatly enlarged research program. 
These laboratories, he added, will 
be located in a new science build- 
ing to cost $1,750,000. Present 
plans call for construction work 
on this proposed building to start 
next year. 


The University has set aside 
$350,000 to initiate the project, Mr. 
Morris declared. The remaining 
$1,400,000° will be raised by the 
Notre Dame Foundation, formed 
last year to coordinate gifts to the 
University from alumni and 
friends of Notre Dame. 


Scientific research at Notre 
Dame has been, expanded so much 
in recent years, according to Mr. 
Morris, that present facilities for 
this research are totally inadequ- 
ate. The new science building, he 
said, will house the departments 
of physics, chemistry and mathe- 
matics. The present science and 
chemistry buildings will be utiliz- 
ed to their fullest capacities after 
the completion of the new build- 
ing, he stated. 

Special laboratories for research 
in atomic energy will be a feature 
of the new buildings, which also 
will house additional chemical la- 
boratories, and laboratories for re- 
search in electronics, nuclear phy- 
sics and polymer physics. Under- 
graduate laboratories and class- 
rooms, a science library and an 
auditorium also will be_ included. 

Notre Dame officials have under 
advisement a proposal to build a 
second electro-static generator, 
which possibly may be erected in 
the new building, Mr. Morris de- 
clared. A 4,000,000 volt electro- 
static generator was constructed 
by Notre Dame scientists at the 
University in 1939 and has been 
the center of important research in 
nuclear energy since then.

“That’s a lot easier to put into 
words. You see, although the 
school in which a fellow studies 
for the priesthood is called a sem- 
inary, the only thing mysterious 
about it is its name. Its curricu- 
lum is not very different from that 
of most colleges. For the first two 
years it offers a Philosophy course, 
which is accompanied by classes in 
Psychology, Economics, Natural 
Sciences, _ Education, Sociology, 
English, Elocution, and so one. 
The Philosophy course is designed 
to give the seminarian as solid a 
foundation for his religious be- 
liefs as merely human knowledge 
can give. However, it is different 
with the course that follows. That 
is a four-year course in Theology, 
and its purpose is to fill the semin- 
arian’s mind with God’s own teach- 
ing about Himself and the world.

A Matter Of Dates 


RANTLAND RICE recently wrote in his nationally syndicated 

column, while Notre Dame was complaining that it was having 
difficulty filling its football schedules with suitable opponents, the 
Irish were at the same time “ducking” one or two strong teams 
which were willing to play Notre Dame. He specifically mentioned 
Southern Methodist University, saying that Notre Dame was Ily- 
dallying” in signing contracts for a series with the Mustangs until 
after some of the latter’s star players, notably Doak Walker, who 
was an All-America halfback as a sophomore last year* and who is 
continuing his great work this yesr, have been graduated. 


Mr. Rice simply had been misinformed. About three weeks before 
his column appeared, Notre Dame had offered a date on its 1949 sche- 
dule to Southern Methodist. The latter could not-play on that par- 
ticular date, as it had other committments. Then Matty Bell, SMU 
coach, suggested an earlier date for the game. It so happened that 
Notre Dame was booked for that particular date, but Notre Dame 
at this writing is still dealing with two or three of its 1949 opponents 
in an effort to switch dates so that the Mustangs can be accommodat- 
ed for a game in the Notre Dame stadium next fall. 

No one has refused to"play anybody. It is simply a ques- 
tion of getting together on a date suitable to both schools. South- 
ern Methodist annually meets such natural rivals as Texas Tech, 
Rice, Texas, Texas A. & M., Arkansas, Baylor and Texas Chris- 
tion. Out-of-the-state teams which it met this year were Pitts- 
burgh, Missouri (which scored a startling upset victory over the 

Mustangs) and Santa Clara. Notre Dame would have to replace

Dame’s opponents can arrange their dates for 1949 to make pos- 
sible a Notre Dame-Southern Methodist game was not known at 
at this writing. Both schools are anxious to play the game, but 
it could be that, through no one’s fault, the series might have to 
be postponed until 1950. 


I have gone into the Notre Dame-Southern Methodist business 
at such length to show that even such an experienced and friendly 
a writer as Grantland Rice can sometime or other base a column on 
misinformation. 


Freezeout 


But, to the largér question most of you have been asking of 
late: -“Is the fréezeout being applied to the Notre Dame football team 
in the matter of future schedules?” the answer most certainly is an 
emphatic yes. The frost is on the pumpkin, particularly in the middle 
west’ where they know Notre Dame best. Notre Dame will have to 
go farther afield for future opponents, it is true, but it will never be 
lacking in plenty of opponents, for sure. If Frank Leahy contracts 
at this moment with all teams who want to play the Irish in the 
future, Notre Dame would have to play 12-13 games a year for the 
next five or six years just to take care of the present list. 


There is another angle to the “freezeout” which is disturbing 
many followers of Notre Dame, including some alumni. They 
blame it on Frank Leahy. Just why Leahy. should be blam- 
ed for turning out extraordinarily strong teams year after year 
is something that is beyond me, but. once more, let’s look at the 
record. 


In the 17 years that the late Knute Rockne coached football 
at Notre Dame—as assistant ‘and head man—Michigan did not 
play him once. Iowa played him once (and beat him in 1921 
for his first loss as head coach following the other World war). 
Minnesota played him three times, losing two and tying one. 
Northwestern played him six times, Indiana played him eight times, 
Wisconsin three times. 


Of those Western Conference teams, the only ones remaining on 
the schedule after this year are lowa, Indiana and Purdue. North- 
western, aiter 20 straight years of competition with the Irish, has 
gone off the schedule for a “lapse” of time. A “lapse” could be two 
years, 10 years or 20 years. Army, of course, has gone off the sche- 
dule, too, but it is believed that that series will eventually be revived. 

Why are most of the above teams, and a few others, freezing 
Notre Dame out of the schedule picture? Is it because Notre Dame 
doesn’t have stringent scholastic requirements for admission, athletes 
or anyone else, or is it because Notre Dame “pays” its athletes, or is 
it for what reason? Do you think those teams would be putting the 
chill on Notre Dame if they thought they could lick them with any 
degree of regularity? 

Notre Dame requires that its athletes maintain an average of 

77 to be eligible for varsity competition, yet 70 is passing for a 
non-athlete. Seventy is passing for an athlete, too, but he must 
be 77 or higher to play any sport. Barring the war years, when 
all rules and regulations were telaxed at all schools, Notre Dame 
does not accept transfer students who are varsity athletes. There 
isn’t one player on the present Notre Dame traveling squad who 
attended another school before entering Notre Dame, yet some of 
the schools who have “chilled” Notre Dame have their ranks load- 
ed with transfer students, some of them from Notre Dame. 

Michigan, for instance, has a 31-year-old tackle: who played one 
year at Boston University, and the Wolverines also have two men 
who won their monograms during the war years at Notre Dame. I 
am not contending that there is anything irregular about these trans- 
fers, but suppose Notre Dame turned up with a star tackle who was 
dl years old and transferred from another school? 

_ Suppose Notre Dame turned up with a Perry Moss deal, as 
Illinois did two years ago in one of the most flagrant violations of the 
spirit and letter of the law as the very pious Western Conference 
ever had thrown in its face? Suppose Notre Dame this year turned 
up with a sophomore halfback sensation who had enrolled at North- 
western last year, remained there three or four weeks, suddenly dis- 
appeared, and later on turned up on the ‘Notre Dame freshman team? 
Wouldn’t the finger pointers behaving a field day at the expense of 
the Irish? Yet, Johnny Miller first enrolled at Notre Dame in 1947 
and is now playing at Northwestern. ena § wrong, you understand, 


but you can know what would be said if it happened the other way 
around. 


Ask Them 


Over the years, Rockne had to play such teams as Kalamazoo, 
Mount Union, Western Normal, Morningside, Valparaiso, DePauw, Has- 
kell, Wabash, Lombard, Beloit, etc., which are fine educational institu- 
tions, but which can’t be compared in a football sense with Notre 
Dame. Maybe the Irish will have to go back to those 77-0 games 
again; I don’t know, but if all the strong teams throughout the coun- 


try who want to be taken on could be accommodated, there isn’t much 
danger of that happening. | 


The charge is made in other quarters that Notre Dame foot- 
ball players*are professionals; that they get paid for playing foot- 
ball.

Now Encircles Globe 


Like a youthful giant, the So- 
ciety has spanned the oceans and 
has established thriving missions 
in China, the Philippine Islands, 
South America, the East Indies 
and Africa. Shortly before the 
war, seminaries were opened in 
Ireland, Italy, Australia, Spain and 
Portugal. In 1908 the Society of 
the Divine Word entered the United 
States and established America’s 
first foreign mission seminary at 
Techny, Illinois. 

It grew quickly in our country 
and now has seven seminaries in 
which hundreds of spirited Amer- 
ican boys are preparing to go as 
priests and as lay-Brothers to 
serve in the foreign missions. Be- 
sides its great establishment at 
Techny, it has headquarters at Bay 
Saint Louis, Mississippi and at 
Gerard, Pa. 

In addition to serving in the 
foreign missions, the Fathers of the 
Society of the Divine Word care 
for poor and neglected parishes in 
this country, conduct missions, op- 
erate high schools, colleges and| = 
seminaries as well as carry on 
scientific: research.
